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A Uhf fairly olose to 6:00 P.M* we were going to leave 

for dinner. Dr. Abernathy waa also in the room. Dr. King 
oame out. I waa still in the room, lie came out on the bal¬ 
cony and was greeting some of the people who were in the 
courtyard, and he came back in the room, I believe to get 
his coat, and the both of ua oame out together, and we stood 
at this point on the balcony for about, about three minutes 
greeting some people who also were going to dinner with us.* 
And we stood together there about three or four minutes, and 
I turned to my right to walk away arid said I was going and 
get my oar and talce some of the people who were going to 
dinner. 

I got approximately 5 or 6 steps away from him and 
I heard what I now know to be a shot, and I looked over the 
railing. I thougl^ it was a oar backfiring, or something,, 
and when I realized what had luippened, .1 turned back to my 
loft and saw Or. King lying in a position thusly with a 
tremendous wound in his right side. He was laying in this 
position with the wound here (indicating). 

Q All right. Can you depict on there with your 

finger. Rev. Kyles, whereabouts waa Dr. King lying at that 
time? 

A In the little Indented point here (indicating). 

There is a little indented place where the balcony comes and 
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A Visiting with Dr» King, and I was his lawyer. 

Q You represented Or. King?

down. If you will, please, sir, and let me show you a mook- " 
up of that part of the city. 

(Witness compiles with request.)

^ound 6:00 P.M. on that date, where were you lo- 
oated, sir? ' 

Cone around here, Mr. Eskridge, so the Jury can see 
what you are doing. 

A I waa standing In the oourtway looking up at the 

door at 306 , the room 306 , and I would have been about here 
(Indicating). 

Q All right, s^, now at that time were you engaging ‘ 

Dr. King in conversation or anything like that, Mr. Eskridge' 
A Well, at 6:00 o'clock he came out of the room. I 

was awaiting him to go to dinner and I was at the ear. The 
driver of the oar was standing In front of me. We were both 
on the lefthand side of the oar, and Rev. Andrew Young was 
on the righthand side of the oar. 

At any moment we were expecting Dr. King to oome 
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from the room. He opened the door and oame out one time and 
he aald aomethlnf; about, "Tell Jeaae we are ready to go," 

He went back In to put in hla ehlrttall and a-few 
mlnutea later he came out with hla ooat on and he put hla 
coat on and put hla hand on the rail and leaned over the 
rail and aald, "Okay, atart the oar," 

Whereupon, the aound came from my right ear and 
aald, "Zlngl" ^ 

And Z looked to my left rear to see what it was. 

And ^ turned back and looked and he was laying on hla baok, 
Q Mr. Eskridge, when you turned to your left, did you 

look back over towards a rooming house there shown on the 
mock-up?
